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Major improvements on Lichfield Road in jeopardy 

£ 11M SHORTFALL 
IN ROAD REVAMP

PLANS for a £15 million re¬ 
vamp of one of Walsall’s bus¬ 
iest roads is £11m short of 
funding, it has emerged. 

Walsall Council wants to improve 
junctions along the main A461 Lich¬ 
field Road which runs from the town 
centre towards Walsall Wood to im¬ 
prove traffic flow. 

But so far just £4m has been secured towards 
the project. The A461 has been earmarked for 
new junctions, upgraded traffic lights and pe¬ 
destrian crossings. 

An action plan drawn up by the council states 
that the scheme is estimated to cost £15.4m, 
but there is currently a funding gap of £11.4m. 

The congestion-busting scheme was unveiled 
more than two years ago and would see new 
signalised junctions created, pedestrian cross¬ 
ing points added and better bus stops installed 
on the route. 

The route is the main link between Walsall 
town centre and Brownhills, with thousands 
of motorists a day travelling along the route. 
Areas earmarked for improvements include the 
Mellish Road roundabout, Rushall traffic lights, 
Salters Road traffic lights and Shire Oak traffic 
lights. 

Congestion 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird said the 
scheme would be dependant on funding. 

Councillor Mike Bird said: “The A461 im¬ 
provement scheme seeks to address the issue of 
growing congestion along this strategic route. 

“There are four major junctions along the 
route, including three traffic signal junctions. 

“It is Walsall Council’s ambition to improve 
each junction and it is anticipated that this will 
be achieved in a phased approach. 

“The Shire Oak Junction - Lichfield Road/ 
Chester Road - and the junction of Lichfield 
Road/Salters Road have been promoted within 
the Black Country Local Growth Fund as part 
of a proposed Access to Growth transport pro¬ 
gramme in the 2015-21 period. 

“Walsall Council will be progressing a scheme 
design for these junctions in anticipation of fu¬ 
ture implementation funding becoming availa¬ 
ble via the Local Growth Fund.” 

Traffic regularly builds up near the Mellish 
Road roundabout at busy periods. 

There is also often congestion at the Daw 
End Lane junction in Rushall. 

It comes as a £26m plan to create a new road 
network in Darlaston is under way as part of 
moves for the enterprise zone. 

The scheme is set to see better access links 
connecting Darlaston to the A454 and the M6.

DEVELOPMENT 

Police HQ poised 
to house offices 

WALSALL Police Station will be turned into 
offices when the force quits the building, 
under new plans. 

Council chiefs revealed earlier this year 
the Green Lane site was being earmarked 
for redevelopment as part of the multi-mil- 
lion pound Gigaport corridor. An action 
plan report produced by Walsall Council 
says the five-storey building will be allo¬ 
cated for offices rather than other uses 
such as residential or retail. It is described 
as being in a ‘peripheral location but prom¬ 
inent on the ring road’. 

RAILWAYS 

Footpaths to close 
for work on bridge 

FOOTPATHS on a main road in Walsall 
town centre will be closed for a month 
so work can take place on a railway 
bridge. Network Rail say the work at 
the bridge in Littleton Street West is 
part of the Walsall to Rugeley electrifi¬ 
cation programme. 

It will involve increasing the height of 
the bridge walls at road level, with work 
due to start in November. 

A planning application has been 
lodged with Walsall Council to notify 
the authority of the planned work. 

MEDICAL 

Referrals within two 
weeks at91 percent 

MORE than 90 per cent of patients are 
being referred from GPs to outpatient ap¬ 
pointments at a Black Country hospital 
within two weeks, figures have shown. 

The target is 93 per cent with Walsall 
Manor just below at 91 so far this year, 
the latest report to the health trust has re¬ 
vealed. 

There are regularly more than 500 ap¬ 
pointments in a month and comes as 
health chiefs have been striving to also 
improve waiting times at A&E. 

Patients being seen at A&E in four hours 
was as low as 78 per cent in April but im¬ 
proved to 94 per cent in June.

The idea was to show her the 
more rural side of the constituency after all 
the time she spent knocking on doors before 
the general election. She’s a new MP and 
doesn’t know the place too well yet. 


“At the same time we wanted to know we 
could rely on her backing on the issues that 
mean a lot to the Ramblers, such as rights 
of ways matters. We were able to show her 
places where volunteers had cleared paths, 
unblocked access and mended stiles, and gen¬ 
erally show her what’s going on around the 
patch. She’s no stranger to fields and foot¬ 
paths, given her background, and is a strong 
defender of the green belt. 

“She said she’d been looking forward to 
coming out with us and she’s very supportive 
of walking as a means of getting exercise.”

Nine are arrested at 
tense march bv EDL

19 firms get food hygiene warning 


HUNDREDS of English Defence 
League supporters took to the 
streets of Walsall for a march which 
led to nine arrests. 

Shops were boarded up on Saturday but 
the ugly scenes were restricted to minor 
flashpoints with the police. 

Nine people were arrested for breach of the 
peace and low-level public order offences. Dem¬ 
onstrators chanted anti-Muslim songs and car¬ 
ried hand-written placards. 

Organisers had described the town as a ‘hot¬ 
bed for Islamic terrorism’ and also claimed that 
Walsall has ‘growing Muslim-only no-go areas’. 

Witnesses said there were around 300 police 
officers on the streets, with many of them keep¬ 
ing a low profile away from the centre ready to 
be called on. But it appeared that local protesters 
were in the minority, with shaven-headed EDL 
supporters travelling from around the country 
to take part. 

Poundland at the top of Park Street boarded 
up a window and the nearbyWharf Bar did not 
open. Shoppers in Tesco watched in bewilder¬ 
ment as the EDL passed by. Walsall Council said 
it spent £20,000 boarding up properties, includ¬ 
ing the art gallery. But most of the town centre 
was able to trade as usual. 

Prevented 

After the rally there were flashpoints in Gal¬ 
lery Square, while a passing car near to the 
Townend roundabout appeared to be kicked at 
and a group appeared to try and surge down St 
Paul’s Street in the direction of the counter We 
Are Walsall celebration. 

However, they were prevented from getting 
down the road by a wall of police officers. After 
meeting at the Oak Inn pub, Green Lane, the 
EDL supporters set off on a march towards 
Walsall New Art Gallery at 1pm. Some of the 
protesters covered their faces and at least one 
person wore a pig mask. 

The march went around the Townend round¬ 
about, past Park Street and into Gallery Square 
as some people took to the streets to applaud as 
they passed. After a series of speeches, members 
started to disperse after just over an hour. 

The area was cleared by around 3.30pm. The 
counter We Are Walsall event, held to highlight 
the cultural diversity of the town, took place at 
The Crossing at St Paul’s. 

Councillor Aftab Nawaz said it had been suc¬ 
cessful in celebrating the diversity of the town 
with around 300 people passing through. 


NINETEEN Walsall businesses have received a 
zero rating - the lowest score possible - for their 
hygiene in the past 12 months. 

Health inspectors took action by temporarily 
closing Little Bengal, in Blackwood Road, Streetly, 
and Pizza Nizza, in Walsall town centre, earlier this 
year after mouse droppings were found. 

Aunt Sally’s, just yards from Pizza Nizza in 
Bridge Street, was also given the lowest rating. Su¬ 
permarkets in the borough which were given the 
lowest scores included Beer Bank in Darlaston and 
ANS Supermarket in Palfrey. 

Others included Slices takeaway in Bloxwich 
High Street, Spice Vila takeaway in Pheasey, Wood- 
house Chinese Takeaway in Walsall Wood and Dixy 
Chicken in the town centre. Also falling short were 


JTF Wholesale at Bescot Retail Park and Amaanz 1 
Stop Mini Mart, in Lewis Street, Birchills. 

The Big Munch in Brownhills and Billy Bunter’s 
Bakehouse, in the Park Street Arcade, were also 
given the zero rating. 

Meanwhile, more than 100 food businesses across 
the borough have been given a rating of ‘one’ by 
health inspectors since August last year. The rating 
means ‘major’ improvement is necessary. 

The shops included Family Choice in Blakenall 
which was inspected in February this year. Follow¬ 
ing a visit in October last year, it was temporarily 
closed by health officers after they found a mouse 
infestation. 

It was found to be infested with more than 60 
mice on the floors, shelves and in packaged foods. 


Joy as axed 
market set 
to return 
next month 

DARLASTON Market will make its 
long-awaited return on September 14 - 
four years after it was scrapped due to 
budget cuts. 

Around 30 traders will pitch up 
around King Street at the relaunched 
market. Its return has been hailed as 
a big boost towards drawing shoppers 
back in to the town. 

It will run three days a week and is 
being taken on by private operators 
Bescot Promotions and manager Spen¬ 
cer Evans said the market would have a 
wide mix of traders from fruit and vege¬ 
tables to fashion. 

He added: “It is great to have another 
market. Hopefully it will boost the town 
and give it a bit of life. It has been a long 
time since the market has been there.” 

Darlaston South councillor Paul Bott 
also welcomed the impending arrival. He 
said: “It was a well-attended market and 
it gives people choice. 

“It gives people an opportunity to 
start a business in the market itself. 

“It is another feature to support the 
town centre. Some people like to shop 
around a market, walk into the town 
and use it. 

“It also gives a boost to the shops, you 
have got footfall going in the market 
that may go into the shops.” 

It emerged earlier this year that the 
market was poised to return. It will 
be trading on Mondays, Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. 

Plans to bring back the market were 
approved by council cabinet members 
for an initial two years. 

Three women 
were targets of 
drunk sex pest 

A DRUNK sex pest targeted three lone 
women in one day on the same Black 
Country street, a judge heard. 

Jason Lenton made sexually explicit 
comments to a 78-year-old who was 
walking her dog down West Bromwich 
Street, Caldmore, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Then the 44-year-old approached an¬ 
other female dog walker soon and put 
his hands on her breast before grabbing 
the wrist of a third woman who was on 
her way home from work on February 1, 
explained Mr David Swinnerton, prose¬ 
cuting. 

The final victim broke free from the 
clutches of Lenton and phoned her hus¬ 
band. Police were alerted and arrested 
Lenton who lived in nearby Acacia Av¬ 
enue, Walsall. Mr Wykeham Garsia, de¬ 
fending, said: “He is deeply ashamed of 
his behaviour. There was no particular 
reason why he got so drunk. He had been 
drinking while watching television.” 

Lenton pleaded guilty to indecent 
touching as well as admitting using 
threatening words and behaviour. He 
received a three-year community order 
on condition he attends both the sex of¬ 
fenders programme and an alcohol edu¬ 
cation course. 
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Councillor 
welcomes 
car cruiser 
conviction 

THE first conviction for breaching a 
new Black Country-wide car cruising 
injunction has been welcomed by a 
Black Country councillor. 

Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell 
and Walsall councils, working in part¬ 
nership with West Midlands Police, 
secured a ground-breaking car cruis¬ 
ing injunction from the High Court to 
crack down on the problem. 

The injunction came into force in 
February and bans people from taking 
part in a car cruise anywhere within 
the four areas, or from promoting, or¬ 
ganising or publicising any car cruis¬ 
ing event in those areas. 

Last month an 18-year-old from 
Walsall admitted breaching the High 
Court injunction order by racing an¬ 
other car at speed in a 40mph zone in 
West Bromwich. 

He was found guilty of contempt 
of court by breaching the injunction 
order and handed a three-month jail 
sentence, suspended for 12 months, at 
the High Court Birmingham District 
Registry on Thursday July 30. He was 
also ordered to pay £500 costs and 
warned he faced prison if he breached 
the injunction again. 

Councillor Sandra Samuels, Wol¬ 
verhampton council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public health and wellbeing, 
said: “I hope that it will send out a 
strong message to drivers across the 
Black Country who engage in this 
illegal and dangerous act. I am de¬ 
lighted that, since the ban came into 
effect, we have noticed a sharp drop in 
groups of car cruisers congregating at 
hotspots around the Black Country.” 

NIP highlights 
medical delays 

A WALSALL MP has written to 
health bosses amid concerns that get¬ 
ting GP appointments in the borough 
is getting more difficult. 

Walsall North MP David Winnick 
has written to Simon Stevens, chief 
executive of NHS England, and Salma 
Ali, from Walsall Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, about the issue. 

He said: “A number of constituents 
have contacted me saying that it is be¬ 
coming increasingly difficult to make 
an appointment before, say, a fort¬ 
night or even longer. 

“I certainly appreciate the pressure 
now on GPs and their surgeries, how¬ 
ever, the time involved between con¬ 
tacting the surgeries and getting an 
appointment has clearly lengthened, 
more so during the last 12 months.”

Two years of hard work paid off for thou¬ 
sands of students, contributing to a num¬ 
ber of schools and colleges recording their 
best ever results. 

The overall pass rate across the West Midlands 
rose by 0.3 per cent this year to 98.1 per cent. 

At Aldridge School in Walsall a quarter stu¬ 
dents achieved A* and A grades, while the pass 
rate rose to 100 percent compared to 98 per cent 
last year. 

Meanwhile, Barr Beacon School is celebrat¬ 
ing the school’s best ever results with so many 
A*s that Executive Headteacher Dame Maureen 
Brennan has described them as ‘stellar’. Among 
the success stories were Tom Nicholls, Sandeep 
Shirgill, Wesley Rawlings and Jack Moore. 

George Salter Academy in West Bromwich re¬ 
corded its best ever results this year, with 78 per 
cent of students achieving three or more A*-C 
grades - up from 73 per cent in 2014. Imran 
Iqbal, the academy’s head of sixth form said: 
“This is another fantastic year for George Salter 
students.” 

The ACE Academy in Tipton saw a 100 per 
cent pass rate at A level. Sandwell College’s Cen¬ 
tral Sixth students secured a 100 per cent pass 
rate in 20 different subjects, and a 99 per cent 
pass rate overall. Principal Graham Pennington 
said: “These results are wonderful and reflect 
how hard our students have worked to achieve 
their qualifications.” 

Pleased 

At Tettenhall College more than half of all 
students gained A*-C grades, while a quarter of 
pupils achieved the top A* or A grades. The over¬ 
all pass rate was 92 per cent. Headteacher David 
Williams said: “We are very pleased with this 
year’s results and congratulations go out to all.” 

Wolverhampton Girls’ High School saw 49 per 
cent of entries awarded either A* or A, while 41 
girls achieved three or more A* or A grades. 

Headteacher Trudi Young said: “The girls 
have worked incredibly hard over the last two 
years to secure these fantastic results.” 

At Wolverhampton Grammar School a quarter 
of students got a clean sheet of A* and A grades, 
with 72 per cent of all A-level passes at grades 
A-B. Head Kathy Crewe-Read said: “It’s another 
fantastic year as our students go on to a range of 
excellent universities.” At Bishop Milner Catho¬ 
lic College in Dudley 48 per cent of results were 
at A*-B grades and 75 per cent came in at A*-C.

But is there any such thing 
as a genuinely original joke? According to 
showbiz legend there are only seven basic 
jokes; all the others are merely variations. 
(To which the tried, trusted and essentially 
British response is: I’m expecting a num¬ 
ber two today). 

MEANWHILE, as the Edinburgh Festi¬ 
val and Fringe is under way, and dozens 
of new comedians have nightmares about 
how their audiences may or may no react, 
they should take comfort and remember 
that being a comedian is the easiest of all 
jobs because, if it goes horribly wrong, at 
least no-one will laugh at you. 

THE death is announced, at the age of 
101, of Frances Kelsey. Her claim to fame 
is that in 1960, working for the US Food 
and Drugs Administration (FDA), she was 
asked to review an application from a US 
company to make under licence a seda¬ 
tive invented in Germany. Kelsey was not 
convinced it was safe. The company put 
pressure on FDA officials who in turn put 
Kelsey under pressure. She would not 
give in, even when the company threat¬ 
ened to sue the FDA for libel. And then, 
as she had feared, reports began coming 
from Europe of children born with terrible 
defects. The new drug was called Thalido¬ 
mide and Frances Kelsey was the woman 
who saved America from the agony and 
anguish which this drug created in the rest 
of the world. 

ALL eyes are 
on Benedict 
Cumberbatch 
playing Hamlet 
at the Barbican 
in London. The 
play’s most 
famous line is 
“To be or not to 
be . . .” But there is another great 
line. Polonius says: “This above all: to 
thine own self be true.” The line has been 
discussed for 400 years and is usually pre¬ 
sented as a trite or meaningless tip from 
a bit of an old duffer. And yet it contains a 
gem of truth. If you believe something to 
be wrong, don’t let anyone browbeat you 
into thinking it’s right. Frances Kelsey was 
true to herself, and millions of Americans 
bless her name. 

ANYBODY else puzzled by the use of 
the term “bail out” to describe the EU sup¬ 
porting the Greek economy? You bail out 
when a boat is sinking; the aim to remove 
as much water as possible. In the Greek 
crisis, the EU is trying to pour as much 
money as necessary into the Greek treas¬ 
ury. It’s not so much a bail-out as a bail-in.

MONEY raised for a mother suffer¬ 
ing from cervical cancer so she could 
enjoy her dream wedding has hit the 
£16,000 mark. Sadly Annie Marston, 
from Brownhills, died on July 25 
after being diagnosed with cervical 
cancer in December last year.

Baby tragedy 'could 
have been avoided'

STAFF at Walsall Manor Hospital 
did not take appropriate action 
soon enough to stop a newborn 
baby from dying, a coroner has 
ruled. 

Lochlan Clinton-Smith died just 
two-and-a-half hours after his prema¬ 
ture birth at the hospital in April - a 
death which could have been prevent¬ 
ed, an inquest heard. 

Sandwell Coroners Court heard how 
senior hospital staff failed to formerly diag¬ 
nose the exact nature of Lochlan’s illness 
of pneumothorax after his condition deteri¬ 
orated rapidly following his birth. 

Pneumothorax is a condition which sees 
the presence of gas or air between the lungs 
and chest wall which can cause the lungs 
to collapse. Coroner Zafar Siddique said 
a chest x-ray more than an hour after his 
birth should have been done much sooner. 

On April 15 Lochlan’s mum Victoria 
Shepherd, of Green Rock Lane, Walsall, 
was admitted to hospital after suffering 
from regular bleeding contractions during 
her seven-month pregnancy. Minutes after 
his birth, Lochlan’s heart rate dropped to 
concerning levels. 

Doctors applied numerous medicines 
and an oxygen tube to help Lochlan but 
nothing was improving his condition. Then 
more than an hour after his birth, doctors 
performed a chest x-ray to investigate what 
was wrong. 

But after a total of 11 resuscitation at¬ 
tempts, nothing could be done to save him. 

Coroner Mr Siddique said: “We have 
heard evidence there was a failure on the 
balance of probability to take action by per¬ 
forming a chest x-ray earlier during medical 
intervention which in my view would have 
revealed the pneumothorax and there was 
also the failure of administering surfactant 
which could have had an impact. This in 
my view contributed to the death and had 
these interventions had taken place my 
view is, on the balance of probability, the 
baby would have survived or his life would 
have been prolonged. These admissions 
represent gross failure in my view.” 

Dr Louise Holland, associate medical di¬ 
rector at Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, 
said: “We offer our sincere condolences to 
Miss Sheppard. We have thoroughly inves¬ 
tigated the treatment provided to Lochlan 
and identified a number of areas for im¬ 
provement.”

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Petition is 
launched in 
safety call 
at junction 

A PETITION has been launched by 
campaigners battling to curb speeds 
and improve safety at the site of a fa¬ 
tal crash. 

More than 100 people pledged to 
back the campaign to boost safety on 
the A34 Walsall Road, in Great Barr. 

People want an end to illegal 
U-turns and other dangerous ma¬ 
noeuvres taking place at the Tower 
Hill junction near shops, a pub and 
restaurant. 

There is also a move to cut the 
speed limit from 40mph to 30mph on 
the stretch of road following concerns. 

Sarah Child, aged 26, was killed 
and her sister Claire seriously injured 
after being struck by a car on the 
junction three years ago. 

Almost 200 people have now backed 
a Facebook page dedicated to bringing 
safety improvements to the junction. 

Fresh concerns have been raised 
about motorbike riders exceeding 
speed limits on their way along the 
route to the Scott Arms junction. 

A petition was launched on Sun¬ 
day during a community fair in Great 
Barr. 

Thornbridge Allotments, in Beeches 
Road, is hosting the event from 11am. 

Campaigner Richard Evans will 
join campaigners to hold a stand at 
the event and gather support for the 
petition. 

Copies of the petition will also be 
delivered to shops surrounding the 
junction and at Tower Hill Library. 

“It is really gathering pace and I 
have seen a lot of support coming for¬ 
ward,” said Mr Evans. 

Book spending 
to be protected 

SPENDING on new library books in 
Walsall has been protected despite 
neighbouring areas slashing their 
own budgets. The borough council is 
set to spend £580,000 on new books, 
DVDs, CDs, newspapers and maga¬ 
zines - the same as last year. 

Neighbouring Wolverhampton 
council, however, will spend just 
£113,450 on new books this year - a 
cut of £100,000 on the year before. 

Although the books budget has 
been kept the same, Walsall Council 
is trying to get volunteers in to help 
run them to save money. 

Leisure chief Councillor Anthony 
Harris said: “We buy books because 
we want people to read them. Savings 
have to be made but we’re exploring 
all the options and opportunities.” 

Food quarter at 
centre on way 

MOVES to create a food quarter at 
Walsall’s Saddlers Centre have moved 
a step closer after permission was 
granted for two new restaurants or 
cafes. Walsall Council has now given 
the nod to plans to split a shop in half. 


All on board for coach makeover

IT dates back decades and was skil¬ 
fully crafted at Wolverhampton’s fa¬ 
mous Guy Motors factory. 

And now, this vintage coach is get¬ 
ting a makeover by a team of volun¬ 
teers after making a welcome return 
to the region. It is one of two Guy 
Arab coaches from 1959 bought by 
Harper Brothers from Heath Hayes 
to ferry passengers on day trips. 

They have now arrived in the care 
of volunteers from Aston Manor Road 
Transport Museum in Aldridge after 
being shipped over from Ireland. 

The volunteers have set about re¬ 


vamping one of the 40-plus seaters to 
get it back up and running. This has 
involved stripping out large parts of 
the vehicle. Chairman Martin Fisher, 
of Aston Manor Road Transport Mu¬ 
seum, said: “The first aim is to get 
the one we have started back into 
running order and looking as it would 
have done when it was with Harpers. 

“We have started to strip out the in¬ 
terior and we have taken most of the 
seats out. We are working on one at 
the moment, we are concentrating on 
getting just the one restored at first.” 

He added they would welcome any 


donations to help towards the resto¬ 
ration worth up to £60,000 and also 
storage costs. After being bought by 
Harper Brothers to carry passengers 
on day trips, the coaches were sold to 
a Scout group in Northern Ireland in 
1971. They were then used by a coach 
company in the Republic of Ireland. 

It later emerged the coaches were 
stranded in a barn on the outskirts of 
Dublin in a dreadful condition falling 
victim to rust. But thanks to the gen¬ 
erosity of their former owner and an 
unnamed benefactor the buses have 
since made it back to home soil.

Manor recruiters 
look to the East 

NURSES have been recruited from 
Croatia and Romania to boost the 
workforce at Walsall Manor Hospital. 

The trust in charge of the hospi¬ 
tal has been forced to look abroad in 
order to cope with a national shortage 
of nursing staff. Nurses from Greece, 
Spain and Portugal have also come 
over to fill 36 new posts. 

Earlier this year, the majority of an¬ 
other 85 posts were filled by staff from 
Italy. Wendy Lear, head of nursing, 
said: “To reassure patients and their 
families, all of the overseas nurses can 
speak English, albeit with an accent.” 

Cuddle cot cash 
raised by family 

A GENEROUS family has donated 
state-of-the-art equipment to Acorns 
children’s hospice in Walsall. 

Michael and Dawn Nelson from 
Sunderland raised £1,500 for a cud¬ 
dle cot.

Acorns staff nurse Neil 
Evans said: “One of the most common 
regrets of parents who lose a baby 
is that they didn’t get more time to 
spend with their child. The cot gives 
the gift of time, chance for parents to 
hold their baby, take pictures and im¬ 
portantly, make precious memories.”

No-one 
was seriously injured in the incident. 


Chiefs scrap policy for 
free bin replacements 


FREE replacements for council 
wheelie bins that have been stolen 
across Walsall have now been per¬ 
manently scrapped. 

The council waived the £18.50 fee for a 
three-month trial period earlier this year 
following complaints from residents and 
councillors. 

During that time, 130 bins were pinched and 
replaced for free. But the now-ruling Tories 
have confirmed it will not be continued. 

Council leader Mike Bird also claimed that 
the thefts were ‘skewing the crime figures’ and 
making Walsall look like a bad place to live. 

The trial, which saw the charge scrapped if 
a police crime reference number was produced, 
was launched by the then-controlling Labour 
group between February and May this year. 

Bosses at the time said they would evaluate 
the results although the policy had appeared 
positive. But Councillor Bird said: “The trial 
has finished and we will not be continuing with 
that policy. At the end of the day if you have 
got any property that is owned or under your 
control you will be expected to look after it. 

Pressure 

“It is skewing the crime figures because for 
those people getting a crime number it was 
looking like Walsall was not a good place to 
live and that is not true. It puts pressure on 
police and to have a crime reference number 
for a wheelie bin that costs £18.50 is not right.” 

Out of the 130 stolen bins during the trial 
period, 89 grey bins went missing, 40 green and 
just one brown bin. 

Families previously forked out more than 
£33,000 in replacing bins during the 2014 fi¬ 
nancial year. The policy of replacement bin fees 
was first introduced by the council in 2001 and 
initially cost £16.50, but increased in 2008 as 
part of the budget process. 

It is the latest controversy over bins on the 
borough after it emerged 38,000 went uncol¬ 
lected last year because of contaminated waste. 

The council has a zero-tolerance approach to 
the amount of wrong items in green bins, such 
as food, household waste, nappies and black 
hags. 

It also comes as weekly rubbish collections 
face becoming fortnightly under new proposals. 

Cash-strapped council chiefs have put for¬ 
ward plans which would see brown garden 
containers used for waste and picked up every 
two weeks to save £700,000.

Shock at 
£800 bill 
for tree 
to be cut 


A HUGE tree is causing 
concern among residents in 
a cul-de-sac in Walsall with 
fears that it could fall over 
in strong winds. 

But Kathleen Hardwick 
said the tree is in her mother 
Constance Pace’s back gar¬ 
den in Hough Place and 
claims the Walsall Housing 
Group tenant has been told 
by the housing association 
she must pay a fee of almost 
£800 to get it cut down. 

Mrs Hardwick said she 
was ‘disgusted’ that her 
97-year-old mother had been 
asked to pay, saying she can¬ 
not afford it. The 72-year- 
old mother of four, who lives 
in nearby Darlaston Road, 
said: “She’s been a council 
tenant for 67 years. 

“She’s lived there 25 years 
and the tree was there when 
she moved in. The tree is as 
tall as putting three houses, 
one on top of the other.” 

She said neighbours were 
frightened of the tree falling 
down, adding: “When the 
wind is up it blows the tree 
about. It would wipe a lot of 
bungalows out.” 

Rob Steventon, central 
estates manager at Wal¬ 
sall Housing Group, said 
the tree does not pose any 
threat to safety.

Meanwhile in Wolverhampton, E Marsh 
furniture store has moved out of the city 
centre after more than a century because 
of the pedestrianisation frenzy gripping 
the city. Still what do they know? They’re 
only traders, and they haven’t yet bought 
into the local government vision of vast 
hordes flocking to our shop-free towns to 
admire the block paving.

She was later successful in becoming town 
mayor and realised her ambition with the offi¬ 
cial opening of the EM Flint Art Gallery which 
was previously inside the premises of the 
town’s museum. This ground work then led 
to the building of the New Art Gallery which 
opened its doors in 1999. 

The group now meet every second Thursday 
of every month at St Martin’s Church Hall

where they hold demonstrations and classes.

ONLY 14 per cent of artwork owned by Wal¬ 
sall Council is on display to the general pub¬ 
lic, with thousands of pieces in storage. 

Just 500 of around 3,700 items are being displayed 
in the town. Thousands of items are not on show 
at the multi-million pound Walsall New Art Gallery 


and are instead being kep 

The collection of paint¬ 
ings, drawings and orna¬ 
ments includes Freud’s 
Portrait of Kitty, Van 
Gogh’s Sorrow and one of 
Monet’s landscapes. But 
figures released under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act show although Walsall 
Council holds 3,700 works of 
art, only around 400 to 500 
works are ever on display. 

Bosses have insisted that 
room is limited and rotat¬ 
ing the collection keeps it 
‘dynamic’. The £21 million 
Walsall New Art Gallery is 
considered a jewel in the 
crown for the borough, but 
keeping large amount of 
items out of the public gaze 
has come under fire. 

Blakenall Councillor Pete 
Smith said: “The fact of the 
matter is councillors nor the 
general public are aware of 
exactly what Walsall Council

is storing and what its value 
is. There probably isn’t the 
space to put everything on 
show but it then begs the 
question why have we got 
it if it is just gathering dust.

Bulky clothing may 
have led to air crash

A PILOT’S bulky clothing could have caused a crash land¬ 
ing that seriously damaged an aircraft, an investigation 
has found. Both the pilot and passenger were unhurt in 
the crash landing at Otherton Airfield in Penkridge. 

The Kolb Twinstar aircraft, owned by Alexander Crow¬ 
ley of Walsall, crashed on March 10 this year. The Air Acci¬ 
dent Investigation Branch report says that the 27-year-old 
pilot had 153 hours flying experience. It states: “Following 
departure, the pilot encountered a control restriction in 
pitch during a shallow left turn at approximately 450 ft. 

“The pilot initiated a forced landing but during the latter 
stages of the approach, the left wheel struck a wooden post, 
yawing the aircraft to the left. The left leg dug into the 
ground and the aircraft slewed to the left before skidding 
to rest after approximately 15 metres.“The aircraft was ex¬ 
amined by the Light Aircraft Association (LAA), who con¬ 
cluded that the control restriction was probably caused by 
excess slack in the elevator control cables allowing contact 
with the tail boom. 

“Bulky clothing may have exacerbated the effect by 
pushing a turnbuckle into the side of the boom, thereby 
causing a temporary restriction.” Owners of all aircraft of 
this type are now to be contacted and warned of the danger 
of clothing worn by occupants effecting the controls.

HE has run a nightclub, 
worked as a mechanic and 
spent nine years in a Spanish 
jail. 

And now Shane Lloyd has set 
his sights on Jeremy Clarkson’s 
old job - as he applies to become 
a presenter on the new version of 
Top Gear. 

Main host Chris Evans has encour¬ 
aged hopefuls to send him an audition 
video. So Mr Lloyd, of Rushall, has 
jumped at the chance and hopes the 
success of his Race Wars group will put 
him in pole position. 

The 42-year-old organises race 
meetings for souped-up sports cars 
and even released an autobiography 
three years ago. Despite having no 
TV experience, Mr Lloyd believes he 
has what it takes to present the show, 
which is popular across the globe. 

Enthusiasm 

He organises events at tracks 
through the Midlands with his Race 
Wars group - and caused controversy 
earlier this year when he themed a 
race around a bank robbery. 

But he insists his enthusiasm and 
huge knowledge of cars should set him 
apart from the thousands of other can¬ 
didates. 

He said: “I really think I stand a 
chance. Jeremy Clarkson has always 
slated people from the Midlands and 
that just spurs me on to get this job. 

“Fve been into cars since I was 14 
- I’m car crazy and have more than 
15,000 followers on Facebook.” 

The job vacancy came up after 
Clarkson was sacked for hitting a pro¬ 
ducer, with James May and Richard 
Hammond then quitting. 

Mr Lloyd’s video is now in the hands 
of the Top Gear makers and he is not 
allowed to release any of it online until 
he finds out if he has been successful. 

It showed him talking about his re¬ 


cent race events and showing off his 
skills behind the wheel. 

Mr Lloyd used to own a nightclub in 
Tenerife and says a broken bottle split 
his eye open when he tried to break up 
a fight in 2002. He needed 15 stitches 
and came back to the UK for treat¬ 
ment, but later that year he returned 
to the island with some friends for a 
holiday, staying in a hotel. 

The hotel found the group had used 
a false credit card which led to an 
eventual nine years in jail for the four 
of them. He went on to release an au¬ 


tobiography Champers - The Kid That 
Did after writing the majority while he 
was behind bars. 

Mr Lloyd’s pride and joy is a turbo 
charged 2.51 Nissan Skyline that he 
built himself - a replica of the car 
driven by the late Paul Walker’s char¬ 
acter in the successful Fast and the 
Furious film series. “I spent six years 
building it and it means the world to 
me,” he said. “It’s got a massive GT35 
turbo charger and I’ve had more than 
170mph out of it - but that’s on the 
racetrack.”

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Memorial set to honour men and women’s crucial skills for area 


Bricks to build a 
picture of town's 
locks importance 



THEY are the talented men 
and women whose skills put 
a small town in the Black 
Country on the map. 

The lockmakers of Willenhall 
made the town world famous 
and ensured names such as Un¬ 
ion, Yale, Chubb and Squire went 
down in history. 

And now they have been honoured 
in a new memorial at the corner of 
Walsall Street and Bilston Street, 
which is attracting scores of visitors. 

The structure is made up of per¬ 
sonalised bricks featuring the names 


of the workers, past and present, and 
their employers and is topped by a 
stunning granite block proudly bear¬ 
ing the words Willenhall Lock Work¬ 
ers Memorial. 

Almost 300 people have backed the 
£18,000 project by sponsoring a brick 
and organisers at Willenhall Heritage 
Trust said it had proved so popular, 
they were already planning a second 
monument. 

One man honoured on the memorial 
is Thomas Southan, who worked at Jo- 
siah Parkes & Son Ltd, which went on 
to be Union Locks. 

Mr Southan, a father-of-two and 
grandfather-of-four who used to live

in Alton Avenue, Willenhall, worked 
as an electroplater for 40 years. He 
died in 2004. 

Daughter Ann Joyce said: “The 
memorial is such a wonderful idea. It 
brought a lump to my throat when I 
saw it for the first time this weekend 
and spotted my dad’s name. 

“These men and woman worked 
so hard so make Willenhall a leading 
light in the lock-making industry - we 
should never forget them and all those 
tireless hours they spent in the facto¬ 
ries. 

“If my dad was still with us, I know 
he’d love this - in fact, we’d probably 
never hear the end of it! He was very

proud to be a ‘Willenhall lock mon’ 
and my whole family are really proud 
of him and his legacy.” 

Councillor Diane Coughlan, member 
of the heritage group, said the finish¬ 
ing touches were being made to the 
memorial and the whole thing was set 
to be signed off by the council. 

“We’re nearly there with the wall,” 
she said. “The contractors have re¬ 
moved the fencing and people can see 
the results for themselves. We are due 
to attend a site visit with the council 
officers to sign off the work and the 
landscaping part of the development 
is due to start soon. 

“I am just so delighted that the pro¬ 


ject has finally come to fruition after a 
long campaign to get the support from 
the council to get it off the ground. I 
have to say we tried for two years and 
got nowhere until the previous admin¬ 
istration took control last summer and 
pushed for it. Myself, Sean Coughlan 
and members of the trust kept trying 
and now it is almost ready. 

“Sean and members of his family 
were formerly miners and we got the 
idea from a similar scheme set up in 
Hednesford. 

“The whole thing has cost less than 
the original £20,000 budget and the 
money from every brick that has been 
sponsored has been ploughed into the 


project. As we suspected, once more 
people learned about the wall, more 
interest has been generated.” 

Supporters for the scheme include 
Swedish security products firm Assa 
Abloy, which now makes some of the 
best-known brands including Chubb, 
Yale and Union. The lock giant has an 
information board that will also be in¬ 
stalled at the site. 

About 280 requests rolled in from 
people to have the details of workers 
past and present engraved on the me¬ 
morial wall. Walsall Council put up 
the initial funding of £10,000 for the 
scheme from its capital programme 
and more sponsorship is being sought.

Parents distraught over day centre move

PARENTS are distraught after learn¬ 
ing that their disabled adult children 
may be moved out of the Black Coun¬ 
try day centre which has become a sec¬ 
ond home to them. 

Users of day services at Moxley 
People’s Centre in Walsall have been 
asked to take part in a consultation 
over a possible alternative venue. 

Councillor Paul Bott said some of 
the parents have been in tears over 
the prospect of a move. 

The group has now joined forces 
and launched a petition in the hope of 
stopping the council from switching 
the service to another venue. 


Councillor Bott, whose wife Chris, 
also a councillor, is chairwoman of 
the centre, said: “Many of the parents 
are elderly, in their 70s and 80s, and 
cannot cope with this news, and have 
come to us for help. 

“They have been taking their sons 
and daughters to the centre for years 
and they feel at home there. Their 
adult children are known and accepted 
there and don’t feel stigmatised.” 

Around 15 to 20 users attend day 
services at the centre. Alternative 
venues that have been mooted are at 
Fallings Heath and Goscote. 

Councillor Bott said that Goscote, 


in particular, was much further away. 

“Moxley People’s Centre is on their 
doorstep,” he said. “Goscote is on the 
other side of town.” 

The petition, signed by more than 
70 people on the first day, has been left 
at the centre for users to sign. 

Councillor Eddie Hughes, leader 
for care and safeguarding, warned 
‘change is inevitable’ but said services 
would remain in place during the con¬ 
sultation process. 

He said the authority had launched 
a service review since the introduction 
of the Care Act in April 2015 with the 
aim of improving the service.

MEMORY LANE 


Report by Carl Chinn 


VIVID news film of the con¬ 
flicts in Spain, Abyssinia and 
China of the mid-1930s on¬ 
wards brought home to the 
British people the awfulness 
of modern warfare. 

Mostly because it not only af¬ 
fected those in the Armed Forces, 
but it also devastated the lives of 
countless numbers of civilians. 

Distressing footage showed the 
panic of old men, women and chil¬ 
dren as they fled air raids and the 
onslaughts of enemy troops. It 
made plain the gruesome injuries, 
maimings and corpses. And it re¬ 
vealed clearly the havoc, desola¬ 
tion and inhumanity of war. 

The effects of aerial bombing in par¬ 
ticular affected the considerations of 
the British government. As early as 
1935, when appeasement was pursued 


vigorously and rearmament was still 
resisted, procedures were put in place 
for training experts to co-ordinate ci¬ 
vilian responses if war broke out and 
there were raids on Britain’s cities. 

Accordingly, organised evacuation 
was a major feature of wartime prepa¬ 
rations. On September 1, 1939, two 


days before war was declared, national 
and local plans were put into operation 
in Operation Pied Piper. It was the 
biggest movement of people in the his¬ 
tory of Britain. Those who went away 
did so with their schools, and around 
100,000 teachers were involved, acting 
as guardians for their pupils. Some of 


these were as young as five. In later 
evacuations, Tettenhall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Smethwick were places to 
which London evacuees were sent. 

Among those involved was the fam¬ 
ily of Des Stokes, who asks: “Since 
1946 from time to time I have tried to 
locate the three children who stayed 
with my family. There was a boy 
named Cornelius and his two sisters, 
Pamela and Patricia, all from Croy¬ 
don, Surrey. I never gave up hope of 
finding them and recently our search 
was rewarded, all due to my youngest 
grand-daughter Poppy, aged seven. 

“The school that she attends in St 
Albans in Hertfordshire gave her a 
book to read about the Second World 
War. My daughter suggested that 
Poppy should contact me because I 
had experienced what it was like dur¬ 
ing the air raids. Poppy was commu¬ 
nicating with me via an iPad. Whilst 
I was talking to my granddaughter, I 
was interrupted by my own daughter, 
who suddenly said ‘He is still alive!’. 
‘Who?’, I said, and she read out details 
of a man named Cornelius. 

“She had been using her computer 
and his name was followed by his ad¬ 


dress and contact number. I made a 
note of this and next day phoned the 
number, which was answered immedi¬ 
ately. We had a good chat and it was 
revealed that this was one of the evac¬ 
uees, and both of his sisters were still 
alive. 

“He also gave me the telephone 
number of Pamela, who was overjoyed 
to hear from me when I phoned her, 
as she too had been trying to find us to 
say thank you for caring for them all 
during their stay as evacuees. 

“We hoped that we could meet them 
soon. After 70 years, we had a lot to 
talk about, and it all started with my 
seven-year-old grand-daughter and 
her question about evacuees. We fi¬ 
nally contacted one of the evacuees 
on March 3, 2015 and a date was fixed 
for her to visit us on April 21.Bet ween 
the two dates I had tried to find out 
any details of the dates that evacuees 
had arrived in Smethwick, also which 
school they had attended. I tried the 
Archives in Smethwick and Sandwell 
and ‘Smethwick Heritage’ magazine, 
all to no avail. It was looking as if 
there was no such thing as evacuees 
in Smethwick.” 


Des adds: “Inquiries directed me to 
the Thimblemill Library where I spoke 
to a lady who was on the board of gov¬ 
ernors and she promised to make a few 
phone calls. 

“She had our phone number and 
contacted us the day after to say that 
my wife and myself together with the 
evacuee could visit the school on April 
22. Whilst conducting this search, I 
was also looking into records on the 
evacuees’ brother, who had spent eight 
months in the Hollies (also known as 
Coopers Lane Open Air School), but 
with no result at all. 

“At long last the evacuee arrived on 
April 21 and next day we all went to 
Uplands School. On arrival the evac¬ 
uee immediately recognised the school 
and proved that she had attended dur¬ 
ing her stay in Mansion Crescent. 

“The guide showed us around and 
at the end produced documents for the 
evacuee and her sister which clearly 
showed her date of birth, when they 
started and when they left. 

“One of the classes intended to do a 
project on the Second World War, and 
both my wife and I will be invited to sit 
in front to answer questions.”

Fraudster 
bounced 
cheques 
for tyres 


A FRAUDSTER claiming to be a roadside me¬ 
chanic paid for more than £13,000 of tyres 
and machinery with cheques that were later 
cancelled or bounced. 

Qasim Rashid, of Whitehall Road, Palfrey, Wal¬ 
sall, ordered a variety of tyres and machinery from 
three different West Midlands companies, paying by 


cheques that were always 
by him or the bank. 

The 33-year-old pleaded 
guilty to three counts of 
fraud by false representa¬ 
tion at an earlier appear¬ 
ance. He was sentenced 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, where he got a 15- 
month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years and a 
two-year supervision order. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the offending 
took place between January 
2013 and September 2013 
and involved Rashid order¬ 
ing goods totalling £13,047 
from the companies and 
paying by cheque, either 
from his personal account 
or one called ‘Tyre Boys’. 

The companies were Auto¬ 
motive Garage Equipment, 
in Alvechurch, Compressed 
Air Systems UK, and a Wal¬ 
sall tyre company. 

The court heard that on 
July 31, a Mr Khan ordered 
two air compressors from

UK. On this occasion the 
company asked for a bank 
transfer and Rashid can be 
seen in bank CCTV footage 
depositing the cheque in 
person, which then showed 
up in the company’s bank 
statement as a credit. 

But when the courier 
went to deliver the order on 
August 2, the police were 
at Rashid’s address and re¬ 
turned the goods. Officers 
found a pile of 166 tyres. 
It is believed Rashid was 
working with another man, 
Mr Khan. Mr Paul Prior, 
mitigating, said Rashid was 
‘not a man of particular so¬ 
phistication’. 

Recorder Dean Kershaw 
adjourned the matter of 
costs and compensation 
until a Proceeds of Crime 
Act hearing, on October 30.

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Blue badge 
refusals 
defended 
by council 


WALSALL Council has defended its policy 
on disabled parking after figures revealed a 
five-fold increase in refusals for blue badges. 

Chiefs claimed the council used occupational ther¬ 
apists to determine applications on an individual ba¬ 
sis following criticism from Labour MP Valerie Vaz, 
who uncovered figures showing a steep increase in 


refusals since 2010. 

The MP for Walsall South 
told of an 82-year-old whose 
badge application was 
turned down despite having 
had one for 10 years for a 
condition that would not im¬ 
prove. Councillor Moham¬ 
med Arif said: “I want to 
reassure our residents that 
supporting disabled people 
to keep their independence 
is a priority. We assess all 
blue badge applications on 
an individual basis using a 
system designed by medi¬ 
cally trained occupational 
therapists. 

“In 2012 the Govern¬ 
ment introduced a range of 
reforms which now govern 
the way blue badge appli¬ 
cations are assessed. The 
Transport Select Commit¬ 
tee decided against using 
GPs to approve blue badges 
and transfer this respon-

sibility to local authorities 
who would review applica¬ 
tions against much tighter 
criteria. 

“Each applicant is as¬ 
sessed against their mo¬ 
bility. Some may qualify 
automatically if they’re eli¬ 
gible without further assess¬ 
ment such as receiving the 
higher rate of the mobility 
component of the disabil¬ 
ity living allowance. “If an 
applicant is refused, it is ex¬ 
plained how they can seek a 
review of the decision. 

“Whilst MP Ms Vaz has 
focused on the numbers of 
applications declined, in 
Walsall a total of 3,409 Blue 
Badges have been issued al¬ 
ready in 2015, 14 per cent 
more than for the same pe¬ 
riod in 2014.”

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Stakes run high 
in Labour contest

OH Andy, well you came and 
you gave without taking, but 
will they send you away? 

For Andy Burnham, who vis¬ 
ited Brierley Hill last weekend, 
the stakes are far higher in this 
long-running and increasingly 
bitter leadership contest. 

Coming fourth in the 2010 election - 
behind even Ed Balls, who lost his own 
seat in Parliament five years later - he 
went into this bout with more to prove 
than the others. 

But as the frontrunner when the 
competition opened he is also the one 
many would consider to have the best 
chance of seeing off the challenge 
of Jeremy Corbyn - a task that gets 
tougher as the left-winger soars ever 
higher in the opinion polls. 

Damage 

One of his biggest challenges, how¬ 
ever, will be if he actually does win. 

Frequently, when Ed Miliband 
raised the NHS at Prime Minister’s 
Questions, David Cameron would 
point to the Mid-Staffordshire scandal 
as a way of shutting down the debate. 

What happens when the former 
health secretary who decided against 
a public inquiry, fearing it would dam¬ 
age the trust beyond repair, addresses 
the PM? 

The weekly question time is little 
more than an opportunity for grand- 
standing and showing off and Mr 
Burnham would undoubtedly fight his

corner. Tom Watson, the West Brom¬ 
wich East MP, remains the favourite 
to become deputy leader of the Labour 
party. But as Liz Kendall’s chances 
of becoming Labour leader begin to 
resemble those of an ice cream on a 
barbecue, a couple of her supporters 
have been made an offer they almost 
certainly can refuse. Wolverhampton 
MPs Pat McFadden and Emma Reyn¬ 
olds both nominated the shadow care 
minister. 

The two prominent players on the 
green benches, one shadow Europe 
minister and one shadow communities 
secretary, find themselves not exactly 
relishing the prospect of a Corbyn vic¬ 
tory. Step forward Gavin Williamson, 
the affable and always smiling Tory 
MP for South Staffordshire. 

“I’d be very willing to extend an 
olive branch to Pat and Emma if they

ever wanted to join the Conservative 
party,” he said. 

I’d imagine there’s more likelihood 
of the MPs paying the £9.99 to join 
the Official Monster Raving Loony 
Party than take up that offer but it’s 
always nice to be invited. 

Lichfield Conservative MP Michael 
Fabricant was sacked as a party vice 
chairman for his outspoken opposi¬ 
tion to high speed rail. But Jeremy 
Corbyn has questioned it as well and 
if he wins the Labour leadership and 
changes direction on HS2, it could 
upset the cross party consensus. 

Mr Fabricant had pondered throw¬ 
ing in £3 to sign up as a Labour sup¬ 
porter and vote for Mr Corbyn. 

Although with Labour having been 
on the look out for ‘entryists’, such 
a prominent Tory would have surely 
rung a few alarm bells.

Bescot move saved slide 
In fortunes of Saddlers 



“WELCOME to the Bescot 
Stadium,” said then-club 
secretary Roy Whalley in his 
programme notes on August 
18, 1990 - 25 years ago . .. 

“This is a moment of pure mag¬ 
ic, an unattainable dream that 
has become reality. ” 

Situated just a half a mile down the 
road from Fellows Park, the opening 
of a new multi-million pound stadium 
in Bescot signalled the dawn of a new 
era for Walsall Football Club. 

It is now 25 years since Sir Stanley 
Matthews opened the ground, which 
at the time was only the second new 
stadium to be constructed in England 
since the 1950s. Bescot wasn’t just a 
new chapter in the Saddlers’ history; it 
contributed greatly to saving the club 
from going out of business. 

Decline 

It all started out as a boardroom 
pipe dream hatched by Barrie Blower 
and Jeff Bonser during some of the 
club’s darkest days. Walsall’s fortunes 
had undergone a rapid decline since 
promotion to the old second division 
was secured in 1988. 

Top scorer David Kelly was sold 
and supporters were forced to endure 
a truly miserable season that culmi¬ 
nated in relegation on the back of 15 
consecutive defeats. 

Things deteriorated further in 
1989/90 when the club finished rock 
bottom and were sent down to the 
fourth tier. But among all the misery 
there was one ray of light. In April 
1989 work had started on the new £3 
million stadium at the site of a derelict 
sewerage plant in the Bescot neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

The club’s ambitions had long been 
held back by the dilapidated condi¬ 
tions at Fellows Park. Club bosses 
wanted a stadium from which they 
could maximise revenue, offering top- 
class facilities, the use of which could 


extend beyond the world of football. 

To that end the idea for a new sta¬ 
dium was born. By the end of 1989 the 
concrete terracing had been laid and 
the bulk of the stadium’s steel frame 
had been erected, complete with 28 
supporting stanchions. 

Sponsorship for two of the four 
stands was quickly secured and grad¬ 
ually all of the 13 executive boxes were 
sold. By the spring of 1990 seats were 
installed and the pitch was laid. 

When workers moved off the site 
that summer they left behind a gleam¬ 
ing new 11,104 capacity stadium and 
a 1,200-vehicle car park. Fellows Park 
was now a distant memory, by now 
demolished and replaced with a Mor¬ 


risons supermarket. Bescot was ready 
for football. Many supporters saw the 
new home as a sign of better times 
ahead. 

On August 18, 1990, Bescot hosted 
its first game when Walsall welcomed 
an Aston Villa side featuring the likes 
of Paul McGrath and David Platt. 

Prior to kick-off there was a sense 
of excitement ramped up by a bumper 
crowd of more than 9,500. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, top flight 
Villa left the lavish new ground with 
a 4-0 win. But the imagination of Sad¬ 
dlers fans had been captured and 5,219 
came back the following week to watch 
their team draw 2-2 with Torquay in 
Bescot’s first competitive fixture.

Top fashion names part 
of £21m transformation 

HIGH street fashion chain Pri- 
mark has opened its new store 
in Walsall town centre, marking a 
major step in a £7 million shop¬ 
ping centre redevelopment. 

Walsall Council has funded the 
44,000 sq foot retail unit in Digbeth from 
its own cash reserves which is seen as 
a ‘shot in the arm’ for the town’s retail 
area. The store, which opened on Au¬ 
gust 6, is the company’s 163rd in the 
UK and 289th worldwide. 

The eagerly awaited store is at the centre 
of the first phase of the £21 million transfor¬ 
mation of the Old Square Shopping Centre. 

A Midlands Co-operative Food Store will be 
housed in the former Tesco store and is ex¬ 
pected to open in the autumn. 

Both schemes have seen the creation of 
170 new jobs, including full and part-time 
positions. 

“It’s a massive boost for the town and is 
the first of a number of exciting regeneration 
projects to be completed in Walsall,” says 
deputy leader, Councillor Adrian Andrew. 

“We worked extremely hard to bring Pri- 
mark to the borough and we’re confident 
that this development will help bring other 
retailers to Walsall and support traders and 
businesses that are already here. This is an¬ 
other piece of the jigsaw in place to regener¬ 
ate our borough and create jobs.” 

Walsall town centre has a mix of high 
street names such as Debenhams and 
Marks & Spencer, including three major 
food outlets, Asda, Morrisons and Tesco. Its 
Crown Wharf development includes popular 
fashion chains such as Next, River Island 

and TK Maxx. A Midlands Co-operative Food Store will be housed in the former Tesco store and is expected to open later this year

Cinema and fine dining 


A NEW cinema and restaurants 
are coming to Walsall, as the ex¬ 
citing regeneration of the town 
continues. 

The town centre has seen invest¬ 
ment of more than £370 million in re¬ 
cent years, including new Tesco Extra 
and Asda stores, a new hospital, a new 
campus for the Ofsted ‘Outstanding’ 
rated Walsall College and more than 
320 new properties at its Waterfront 
South development. 

The leisure offer at Waterfront has already 
been strengthened by the arrival of a Pre¬ 
mier Inn hotel and the £12m new cinema 
complex in Wolverhampton Street should be 


fully operational early in the new year. The 
nine-screen theatre - the first cinema to op¬ 
erate in Walsall town centre for two decades 
- will be run by The Light Cinema group and 
will be the first in the country to boast the 
latest hi-tech Extreme screen, which deliv¬ 
ers a more intense experience through su¬ 
per-high-quality audio and visual. 

The development opposite the Crown 
Wharf shopping park will also include Chiq- 
uito, Pizza Express, Bella Italia and Hungry 
Horse restaurants. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, Deputy Leader 
for Walsall Council said: “I’ve been involved 
for a number of years with this project. To 
deliver a new cinema will offer first class en¬ 
tertainment for movie goers who appreciate 


seeing films with the latest audio and visual 
technology. We’re really looking forward to 
its completion.” 

Additional investment will see the arrival of 
Walsall College’s new Business and Sports 
Hub complex for the start of the new term, 
which features business start-up space for 
entrepreneurs, a sports hall with badminton 
courts, dance and fitness studios, spa facil¬ 
ities and a fine dining restaurant all open to 
the public. A new £3m headquarters for the 
Jhoots Pharmacy group will also be com¬ 
pleted in the autumn. 

And the retail offer for shoppers in the 
town will be further enhanced with the £12m 
regeneration of the St Matthew’s Quarter 
and further improvements to the Old Square 


Shopping Centre when phase 2 of its rede¬ 
velopment kicks in. 

Cllr Andrew added: ‘Just take a look 
around at what’s happening in Walsall. 
There’s some amazing regeneration work 
currently taking place in the town, delivering 
almost £40m of investment and approxi¬ 
mately 700 new jobs. 

“We also anticipate approximately £150m 
of future investment for the town over the 
next few years, creating scores of jobs for 
local people.” 

• The council’s long-term plans for the 
town are explained in the Walsall Town 
Centre Area Action Plan Preferred Options 
document, which will be out for public con¬ 
sultation for eight weeks from September 7.

pparently, just as a performance 
is about to begin, acclaimed 
British double bassist Chi-Chi 
Nwanoku feels as if she’s taking her 
marks at the starting blocks on an 
athletics track. 

Then, when the conductor’s baton 
comes down, Nwanoku is straight out 
of the blocks, working towards the 
finishing line. 

Actually, this admission from the 
London-based musician of Nigerian 
and Irish descent isn’t that surprising, 
because from the age of eight, Chi-Chi 
was destined for an international career 
as a 100-metre sprinter. 

At 16, she narrowly missed qualifying 
for the 1972 Munich Olympics, and two 
years later was on track for the next 
Games in Montreal. 

Then disaster struck - a knee injury 
meant that she could never again 
compete at a national level. 

Devastated, she returned to school, 
and thankfully discovered that fate had 
something positive in store for her 
- music. 

Nowadays, Nwanoku is established 
as principal bass with the Orchestra of 


the Age of Enlightenment, as well as 
being a chamber-music performer and 
professor of double-bass studies at 
London’s Trinity College of Music. 

She is also the host of a weekly 
requests programme on BBC Radio 3 
and was a jury member of BBC2’s 
Classical Star. 

Tonight, she joins Katie Derham for 
this week’s jam-packed edition of 
weekly magazine show Proms Extra. 

The pair will be joined by baritone 
Roderick Williams, who may be feeling 
a little sleepy after performing Bach’s 
much-loved Magnificat, Mass in G 
minor and Brandenburg Concerto No. 

2 alongside the BBC Singers and the 
Academy of Ancient Music during last 
night’s Late Night Prom at the Royal 
Albert Hall. 

Williams will also be looking forward 
to his next Proms appearance on 
September 11 when he is taking to the 
stage alongside conductor Sir Simon 
Rattle and the Vienna Philharmonic to 
sing part of Elgar’s intoxicating The 
Dream of Gerontius. 

Among the other Proms highlights up 
for discussion tonight are Bach’s solo 


violin works, which were performed so 
memorably by violinist Alina Ibragimova 
at the end of July. 

Katie, Chi-Chi and Roderick also look 
back on the National Youth Orchestra’s 
annual visit to the Proms a fortnight 
ago where they focused on Mahler’s 
bitterly beautiful Ninth Symphony. 

Their concert also opened with the 
world premiere of Tansy Davies’s 
Re-greening, a celebration of spring 
written specially as a complement to 
Mahler’s aforementioned work. 

Finally, there is footage and 
discussion of Daniel Barenboim’s West- 
Eastern Divan Orchestra, who 
performed at the Albert Hall on 
Tuesday in a concert that was 
broadcast last night on BBC4. 

Barenboim took to the piano to play 
a trio of challenging pieces 
- Beethoven’s Triple Concerto, 
Schoenberg’s Chamber Symphony 
and Tchaikovsky’s Fourth Symphony. 

And if all that wasn’t enough, David 
Owen Norris once again gets ‘Inside 
the Score’ - delving deeper into the 
some of the music heard at the 121st 
season of the Proms.

An elite 
band will 
travel in 
comfort

Forget the Ferrari, banish the Bentley; if you 
want to stand out from the crowd you need 
the new Volvo S60 Cross Country. It’s go¬ 
ing to be a very rare sight indeed on British 
roads. 

Volvo reckons it will sell only 100 of these gently 
toughened saloons here each year, while explaining 
they will be much more popular in India and South 
America. 

They’re both areas of the world where a saloon car shape 
in seen as prestigious; here in the UK we favour the prac¬ 
ticality of a hatchback or estate and buy fewer booted sa¬ 
loons. Volvo meets part of that market by offering the new 
Cross Country as an V60 estate alongside the S60 saloon 
and expects to sell 850 of them in a year; rendering it a still 
rare sight but not in the hen’s teeth way of the saloon. 

Both sit near the pinnacle of a broad S/V60 range that 
starts at £21,005 for the S60 with 2.0-litre petrol power (the 
V60 estate is another £1,200) and are aimed at owners who 
want a car that stands out from the crowd, while offering a 
little more country lane ability. 

That latter attribute comes from suspension that pushes 
the Cross Country versions 65mm higher above the road (or 
grassy field) than standard cars and should help if you live 
along a bumpy, rutted lane. 

That’s the only genuinely useful upgrade for the ‘active 
lifestyle’ sort of buyer so beloved of car companies these 
days. The alloy looking skid plates under front and rear 
bumpers are styling touches only, helping onlookers tell the 
car apart from non-Cross Country versions if they’ve not al¬ 
ready clocked its unique design of alloy wheels, black radia¬ 
tor grille or modest plastic wheelarch extensions. 

Opt for the most expensive car in the S60 range, the 
£36,525 AWD Geartronic Cross Country Lux Nav, and you 
gain all-wheel drive and automatic gearbox, although the 
engine is an older 2400cc five-cylinder unit that produces 
notably poorer economy and emissions figures than the car 
tested here. 

It makes the same 187bhp as the newer 2.0 litre engine 
in the test car but with a little more low-speed pulling power 
and the benefit of auto gears if you’re happy to pay at the 
pumps for an easier life. 

Single 

The S60 Cross Country D4 Manual Lux NavTug tested 
here comes in a single specification at £33,695 (hardly 
worth the bother to offer more with predicted sales so tiny) 
but it’s a pretty luxurious take on country living. 

Standard kit includes leather upholstery, satellite naviga¬ 
tion, 18in alloy wheels, headlight washers, climate control, 
cruise control, auto dimming interior mirror and rear centre 
armrest with storage and cupholders. Surprisingly, heated 
front seats are extra, as part of an optional £675 winter pack. 
Another £150 buys a slimline spare wheel in place of a can 
of gloop. 

Slipping into the driver’s seat of the S60 Cross Country 
brings you face to face with a dashboard that looks a lot like 
those you’ll find in most other current Volvos - and that’s a 
good thing. It means the instruments are big and easy to 
read, and the switches for everything from heating to adjust¬ 
ing the radio are bold and obvious. 

Then you start up and move off, surprised to find a manu¬ 
al gearchange in a car that seems posh enough to take the 
auto route. But it’s an easy change to use and the engine 
is responsive enough to let you hang on to higher gears 
around town. It will also help on the economy front. 

My brief drive showed a respectable 41 mpg on the trip 
computer (67.3mpg is the official, but always optimistic av¬ 
erage) after a journey that gave no space to test the car’s 
130mph top speed or sprint to 62mph in 7.7 seconds. 

What was tested on some poor Cotswolds roads was a 
ride that delighted with the way it soaked up the bumps and 
constant little surface irritations. So the modest band of S60 
Cross Country owners are going to reach their weekend hol¬ 
iday cottage in some comfort.

Bradshaw proved a revelation last 
term, netting 20 goals following a 
move from Shrewsbury and Smith 
believes he will better the record 
this year, claiming the forward is al¬ 
ready a better player.

“His hold up 
play is better, he makes more intel¬ 
ligent runs now. I think his under¬ 
standing of the game is better.” 


Chambers has top six spot in sights 


CAPTAIN Adam Chambers claims Walsall can make 
the League One top six this season - if they can find 
consistency. 

Chambers has urged the Saddlers to carry their 

Capital One Cup giant-killing form into their 
league campaign, which continues with Saturday’s 
trip to Southend. 

But the midfield man says Dean Smith’s men 
must cut out their inconsistency after they wasted a 
strong start to draw 1-1 with Oldham in their open¬ 
ing League One game of the season. 

Smith’s side beat Nottingham Forest 4-3 in the 
League Cup on Tuesday. 

“We put in a great performance at Forest and I 


thought the lads who came on did excellently as 
well,” said Chambers, who should be fit to face the 
Shrimpers despite limping off at the City Ground. 

“It was one of those performances you just hope 
you can build on. 

“The thing is playing like that consistently in 
League One. I’ve said many times that we can put in 
these performances against top teams. It’s just that 
consistency. We’ve got to be doing it week in, week 
out. If we can do that, we will win a lot of games. 

“Like I always say, and I feel like I’m always re¬ 
peating myself, when you work with the lads day in 
and day out, I know the talent in the squad and I 
know the potential of a lot of the young players. 


“I feel that we have a very good squad and there’s 
no reason why we shouldn’t be finishing in the top 
six. 

“We just need to make sure we are consistent and 
keep putting those levels of performances in and we 
will win more games than we lose if we do that. 

“It’s going to be a long season, there’s going to be 
ups and downs but we just need to try to achieve that 
level again as consistently as possible.” 

Saddlers striker Tom Bradshaw netted a 
match-winning hat-trick at Forest and Chambers 
said: “Tom just finds a way of getting the ball in the 
back of the net, it’s a great skill to have. 

“We are really grateful we’ve got him.”

A SUPER Tom Bradshaw hat-trick hand¬ 
ed Walsall a thrilling last-gasp Capital One 
Cup win as they maintained their magical 
hoodoo over Nottingham Forest. 

Bradshaw converted a penalty deep into stop¬ 
page time to seal the most dramatic of 4-3 wins 
after two late strikes from Forest substitute 
Michail Antonio looked to have taken the tie to 
extra-time. 

The Saddlers led 2-0 thanks to Bradshaw’s 
quickfire first-half brace and Romaine Sawyers 
restored their two-goal advantage after Tyler 
Walker had netted for Forest. 

Antonio struck on 81 and 90 minutes to make 
it 3-3 but Bradshaw kept his nerve from the spot 
to extend the Saddlers’ unbeaten record over 
Forest to 12 games and 15 years and secure their 
place in round two. 

Walsall made a crisp, positive start but they 
survived an early scare when Tyler Walker found 
some space on the Forest right and crossed for 
Jamie Ward, who sent a difficult chance over the 
bar. 

It was all Walsall, however, and they went 
ahead in some style on 12 minutes as they 
stunned Forest with a moment of quality. 

Impressive 

An impressive change of pace took Milan Lalk- 
ovic past Eric Lichaj in the Forest right-back 
berth and his cross found its way to the far post, 
where Bradshaw could not believe his luck as he 
arrived unmarked to convert a tap-in. 

Just two minutes later it got even better for 
the Saddlers as Bradshaw added his second goal 
from a similar range. 

Kieron Morrisdragged a shot from the edge 
of the area well wide and Forest broke almost 
immediately to reduce the arrears.Saddlers old- 
boy Jamie Paterson wriggled free of defenders 
and crossed from the right, and Walker, son of 
Forest legend and England old-boy Des, was on 
hand to convert at the far post for a goal on his 
full debut. 

Forest made a positive start to the second half 
and Walsall suffered a blow when captain Adam 
Chambers went down injured. 

The midfielder tried to carry on but was re¬ 
placed by Romaine Sawyers.
